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THE MAN BEHIND THE PLAYHOUSE... 
THE STORY OF RAYMOND MOORE 


(Conclusion) 
by Margaret H. Tracy 


News of his first marriage to wealthy Mrs. Edna B. Tweedy was revealed 
publicly in early 1937 when the executors of her estate questioned Moore's 
rights to an intestate share of her almost million dollar estate. The executors’ 
petition said that in the seven years prior to her death, Mrs. Moore had given 
her husband over $620,000, more than $500,000 of which she gave Moore 
before their marriage. This large amount of money would seem to account 
for Moore’s ability to pour almost unlimited sums into Playhouse improvements 
which he obviously could not have done from box office receipts or stock sales 
alone. Under his wife’s will he was left the income from a $100,000 trust, 
the principal of which was to revert to the residency estate (valued at $750,000 
and left equally to her three daughters) upon his death. It was brought out 
that the Moores were married in 1935, never lived together and that an 
agreement had been signed by both of them under which each agreed to 
waive statutory rights against the will of the othe?. 


Just about a year later on February 13, 1938, Moore’s marriage in 
California to Marianne Vance, a divorcee and nurse who had cared for him 
during his stay in a Hollywood hospital, was announced by her parents. The 
couple honeymooned on a leisurely cruise to the West Indies and South 
America and were in Dennis early in the spring to open Moore’s Hope Lane 
home and plan for the gala opening of the Playhouse. 


Scarcely had the curtain rung down on the 1938 season then Moore 
filed suit for divorce in Barnstable Court on the grounds of cruel and abusive 
treatment. The divorce proceedings were bitter, emotional, traumatic, sensa- 
tional and lengthy, dragging on for a year before the final disposition of! the 
case was made. Mrs. Moore contested the suit and attempted to bring out 
that she was expecting a child within a very short time. However, she seemed 
to weaken her case by refusing to have a court-appointed physician examine 
her, and Moore was granted his divorce almost a year to the day of his 
marriage. Forty-nine days later Mrs. Moore allegedly gave birth to a son, 
Michael Dennis, in New York City. The following September, since neither 
Mrs. Moore nor her attorney appeared in court for a hearing on six matters 
still pending in the case, the judge found in favor of Mr. Moore and no alimony 
or child support was granted his ex-wife. According to reports, she returned

Rollings Museum (Winter Park, Fla.) 
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to California and made no attempt to break Moore’s will two years later 
which made no mention of his alleged heir. 


Despite all Moore’s personal troubles which were front page news, the 
Playhouse itself was never affected adversely by all the notoriety. Moore’s 
friends and theatre associates were loyal to him, several testifying in his behalf 
at the divorce hearings. Subscribers and patrons remained as devoted as ever 
to him and his theatre, and the Playhouse continued to prosper. Outstanding 
dramas and stars appeared at the Playhouse during Moore’s final season, 
among them Walter Hampden, Edward Everett Horton, “Our Town” with 
author Thornton Wilder in the stage manager role, and a real feather in 
Moore’s cap, Gertrude Lawrence, making her Cape Cod debut in “Skylark.” 


In March 1940, the theatre world in general and Cape Cod in particular 
were saddened by Ray Moore’s tragic and untimely death of a cerebral hem- 
orrhage in his New York apartment at the age of 42. 


With the probating of his will, it was learned that Moore had provided 
for the formation of a trust to create the Raymond Moore Foundation, Inc. for 
the promotion of music, drama, horticulture, and the fine arts; and the 
executors of his estate were enjoined to continue the policies inaugurated by 
Moore when he founded the theatre in 1927. The lengthy document provided 
that a corporation be formed to carry out the trust and that the trustees should 
act as directors and be self-perpetuating. At his death Moore owned the 
property which contained the theatre, the cinema, the gardens, and his 
personal residence. The estate’s total value, however, was much smaller than 
most people had estimated, amounting to $33,803 — $22,278 in personal estate 
and $11,525 in real estate. It is interesting to note that 35 years ago the 
Cinema was assessed for $21,000 and the Playhouse for $9,000. Moore also 
left 900 shares of Playhouse stock under two corporations, 120 shares of 
preferred Playhouse stock and 100 shares in the Cinema.

Space does not permit us to go into details here as to how the executors 
of Moore’s will and the trustees of the newly formed Foundation have coped 
with the many problems connected with carrying out the provisions of the will 
in the 35 years that have elapsed since his death. But the fact that the Play- 
house is sti!l thriving and in business today is testimony to the ability, devotion 
and time of those who have served as trustees and who have tried their best 
to follow through with Moore’s original policies, his wishes and his dreams. 


Perhaps the best way to conclude this brief and incomplete biography of 
Raymond Moore is to quote from the souvenir program of the last week of the 
1942 season which was dedicated to him... “We feel it most fitting that 
Mr. Moore’s picture dignify this program because the theatre which he built 
and endowed with his brilliant talents, his unwavering courage in the face of 
any and all obstacles, and his unequalled personality which still lives in its 
walls and through its gardens has just passed through the most trying season 
in its sixteen year history. Surely a theatre which has so gloriously carried on 
during prosperity and depression, during Peace and now during War, a theatre 
which is itself a monument to the indomitable spirit of its founder cannot fail 
to carry on in the future. Perhaps its unbroken record of consecutive seasons 
operation may be interrupted [n.b. the Playhouse was forced to “go dark” 
from 1943 until 1946] — perhaps not — but there will surely be many seasons 
ahead to which Cape theatre goers may look forward.” 


So as we prepare for our 50th anniversary in 1976, our thoughts will 
turn often to Raymond Moore who conceived, developed and promoted “Amer- 
ica’s Most Famous Summer Theatre,” and inspired those who followed him: 
Richard Aldrich and Charles Mooney.
